WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Pres- 
ident Coolidge today appealed to 
the American people to come to the 
assistance of sufferers in the Flor- 
ida disaster. In a presidential 
proclamation he asked that con- 
tributions to a relief fund be sent 
to the American Red Cross. 

He promised the Federal Gov- 
ernment would render “such assist- 
ance as is within the means of the 
executive departments.” 

Meantime several agencies of the 
Government already were at work 
to provide relief. Eight coast 
suard ships were ordered to Miami, 
postmasters in Florida were au- 
thorized to do whatever they could 
for sufferers, army officers in the 
State were ordered to co-operate in 
every way with relief workers, and 
Florida naval reservists were 
called to active duty and-sent into 
the disaster zone, 

The Red Gross was concentrating 
in Southern Florida its most effi- 
cient relief personnel and the best 
available equipment. National 
headquarters itself made an initial 
contribution of $100,000 to the re- 
lief fund. 

Text of Proclamation. 

The President’s proclamation fol- 
lows: 

“To the people of the United States: 

“An overwhelming disaster has 
come to the people of Miami, Hol- 
lywood and surrounding communi- 
ties in Southern Florida. Such as- 
sistance as is within the means of 
the executive departments of the 
Government will be rendered, but 
realizing the great suffering which 
now needs relief and will need re- 
lief for days to come, I am prompt- 
ed to appeal urgently to the Amer- 
ican people, whose sympathies have 
always been so comprehensive, to 
contribute generously in aiding the 
sufferers of this disaster. 

“That the utmost co-ordination 
and effectiveness in the adminis- 
tration of the relief funds may be 
obtained, I urge that all contribu- 
tions for this purpose be sent to 
the American National Red Cross 
at Washington or to the local Red 
Cross chapters. I need not assure 
the people that the Red Cross will 
utilize in the most effective man- 
ner all contributions received for 
relief in this catastrophe.” 

The call to action came quickly 
after Gov. John W. Martin of 
Florida in a telephone message 
from Tallahassee had made an urg- 
ent appeal for help. He author- 
ized the National Red Crosse Head- 
quarters here to take complete 
charge of all relief work. 

Complying with his request, Rob- 
ert S. Parker, head of the Red 
Cross unit In Atlanta. Ga... was di- 
rected to ship six carloads of sup- 
plies to Miami and to .prepare to 
send more as soon as the situation 
is known.

A graphic story of havoc wrought 
in St. Petersburg and on the west 
coast of Florida by the tropical 
hurricane was told here last night 
by J. A. Kelly of Washington, din- 
ing car steward on the Seaboard 
Air Line’s “The Southerner.” 

“We left St. Petersburg on 
time,” he said. “The train was 
delayed because we had to stop 
every few miles and remove trees 
blown down across the tracks. We 
stopped half a dozen times be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Tampa 
where trees were down. 

“In St. Petersburg I saw a yard- 
man switching trains. He was 
blown down by the wind directly 
into the path of a freight car and 
one arm and one leg were cut off. 

“The upper floors of two-story 
brick buildings were sliced off 
by the wind as if cut by a knife. 
Almost every wooden house in Si. 
Petersburg had lost its roof and 
many houses were simply blown 
flat on the ground. 

“Massive concrete park berches 
were picked up and blown ‘nto the 
streets, which were impassable 
except to pedestrians.
